WASHINGTON < AP) — The Census Bureau confirmed on 
Saturday what many American families have suspected — that their 
increased earnings m recent years have not made them any better 
off. 
American families in 1974 had about the same real income as they 
did in 1969, even though the dollar amount of earnings rose sub­ 
stantially, the Census Bureau said in a study 
It also said the number of American poor, about 24 3 million in 
1974. was virtually unchanged from 1969 The percentage of the 
population that is poor did decline, however, from 12 1 per cent to 
11.6 per cent, it added, as the total population grew 
Hie study of 1974 Income is based on a nationwide survey of 47,000 
households conducted tn March of last year A similar study of 1975 
income will be conducted in March of this year. 


Some of the information in the study was released in an advance 
report in July. Including the addition of l.l million Americans to the 
poverty category in 1974. which partially offset gains of previous 


years. 
The poverty income level, which is linked to the inflation rate, was 
increased to 15,038 in 1974 from 14,540 In 1973 for a non-farm family of 
four 
About 9 per cent of whites were below the poverty level, 31 per cent 
of blacks and 23 per cent of the Spanish origin population, the agency 
said 
But one of the moat striking features of the study was the small 
gain that most American families have made in their real Income in 
the five-year period Real income means income discounted for 
inflation 
The study said mediin family income, measured in terms of 1974 
purchasing power, was 112.840 in 1974, compared to 112.690 in 1969. a 
difference of 1150 Median income means there are as many families 
below that level as above 
The income measure is made before any taxes are paid or 
withheld, so increased taxes between 1969 and 1974 would further cut 
family Income Income includes money from earnings.

Political views differ 
but China-Taiwan trade 


HONG KONG (AP) - Main­ 
land China and Taiwan may 
differ on their political views 
but this has not prevented the 
Nationalists from buying mil­ 
lions of dollars worth of Com­ 
munist Chinese goods annually. 
The merchandise is bought in 
Hong Kong, where Communist 
Chinese products are readily 
available, and transshipped to 
Taiwan by businessmen who 
have been designated as pur­ 
chasing agents by the Nation­ 
alist government. The agents 
are reluctant to discuss their 
transactions except to regard 
themselves simply as middle­ 
men in a business. 
“I’m only buying what the 
government of the Republic of 
China asks me to buy and 1 
don't ask any questions," ex­ 
plained one agent who's been in 
business for 10 years. 


Statistics compiled by the 
Hong Kong government’s De­ 
partment erf Commerce and In­ 
dustry — DCI — show that In 
the first nine months of 1975 a 
total of the equivalent of 917.1 
million worth of mainland Chi­ 
nese goods were shipped to Tai­ 
wan. This was 8.6 per cent 
more than for a similar period 
in 1974. 
Statistics for the whole of last 
year's exports were incomplete 
but Hong Kong officials said 


they are expected to be about 
14 per cent more than the 1974 
total of 121.1 million. 
There are no official records 
of mainland China ever having 
imported any goods made in 
Taiwan. But Hong Kong busi­ 
nessmen suspect there may 
have been isolated and small 
purchases of some items. 
Reports from Taiwan say all 
mainland Chinese imports have 
to be approved by the Econom­ 
ic Ministry's board of foreign 
trade and only items which are 
considered essential and are 
not readily available in Taiwan 
are permitted entry. 
Roughly 85 per cent of last 
year's mainland Chinese im­ 
ports consisted of herbs which 
are availabe only on the China 
mainland. 
Herbs have con- 
sitututed the bulk of the im­ 
ports for years. 
A review of DCI export docu­ 
ments show, however, there 
also have been imports of items 
which are produced in Taiwan 
or are readily available from 
Taiwan’s official trading part­ 
ners. 
These have included air-con­ 
dition units, carpets and textile 
goods. Hong Kong trade offi­ 
cials say they are puzzled by 
these purchases and purchasing 
agents for Taiwan say they 
have no idea why the items 
were imported.

Vote for Fred

“I’d like to have your vote. I would appreciate 
your support.” 
In this election year, words similar to those are 
familiar ones. But there is one young man who truly 
does need the support of all of Sikeston. 
He’s Fred Towns, former Sikeston High School 
Basketball star who is playing the same role at 
Southwest Baptist College in Bolivar, Missouri. A 
campaign has begun in Bolivar to get the 6-4 
jumping jack voted to the West squad and par­ 
ticipate in the Pizza Hut Basketball Classic, to be 
played April 5 at the Las Vegas Convention Center 
in Nevada. 
The Pizza Hut Basketball Classic is in its fifth 
year and has featured the biggest names in college 
basketball. The ten-man squads are voted by the 
fans, who cast ballots which are obtainable from 
2,250 Pizza Huts across the country. 
Southwest Baptists’ star forward is certainly 
deserving of playing in the game, which will be 
nationally televised. Towns is currently averaging 
over 16 rebounds per game, which ranks him fifth in 
the nation in that department. But, as SHS 
followers well know, rebounding is not Fred’s only 
strong point. He is also leading the Purple Pride in 
scoring with a 21-point per game average and is 
hitting a spectacular 56 percent of his field goal 
attempts. Not many teams anywhere can boast 
such a well-rounded player. 
But Fred has three big factors working against 
him in his bid to be picked for the classic. 
(1) Southwest Baptist College is a very small 
school. Not many people aroun here can even tell 
you where SWBC is located, much less who its 
basketball players are. Frankly, it is not exactly 
the most glamourous place to play basketball. 
(2) Fred is not on the ballot. A panel of 15 spor- 
tswriters nationwide were chosen to select the 
names to go on the ballot, and for some reason, 
Fred Towns’ name was not among those picked. 
Apparently, his NAIA All-District selection last 
year and his stats so far this season did not impress 
the writers enough. So, any vote for Fred will have 
to be a write-in. 
(3) None of Southeast Missouri’s Pizza Hut stores 
seem to have any ballots. The managers of the Cape 
Girardeau and Jackson franchises say that they are 
expecting shipment of the ballots very soon, while 
the manager at the Poplar Bluff store says he 
knows very little about this promotion and is not 
expecting any ballots to come in. Apparently, this 
area is the only one around where ballots are not 
available, since there are four athletes from other 
parts of the state who are doing well in the voting. 
Willie Smith of Missouri, Lewis McKinney of St. 
Louis University, Rick Gosnell of Warrensburg and 
Jeff Browne of Missouri Western are all getting 
their share of votes. But it’s hard for Southeast 
Missourians to vote for their favorite when there 
are not ballots available. 
But, despite these three big* handicaps, Coach 
Howard Garrett of SWBC is confident that the All- 
American candidate can make it on the west squad. 
The ‘‘Vote for Fred” campaign began only last 
week, and over 7,000 votes have already been cast 
for Towns, mostly by SWBC students. There is no 
limit on the number of times a person can vote, and 
the Bolivar students have taken advantage of that 
rule. “The students are really going crazy about 
this thing,” said Coach Garrett, who noted that 
some were spending their free periods filling out 


one ballot after another and writing in Towns’ 
name. Garrett also said that the big newspapers in 
nearby Springfield were also playing up the 
campaign, which should be a big boost to Towns’ 
chances of making it onto the West squad. 
Garrett, who might be called the instigator of the 
campaign, said that the problem of obtaining 
ballots might be the biggest factor working against 
Fred. He said that whenever his team plays in a 
town that has a Pizza Hut, he always goes in and 
asks for as many as they will let him have, 
sometimes coming away with as many as 1,000 at a 
time. But the students and fans over in the Ozarks 
are filling out the ballots as fast as they can obtain 
them. 
Garrett said that he has ordered 30,000 ballots 
from the Pizza Hut headquarters in Wichita, 
Kansas, and expectes them to arrive within a week. 
But the voting for the game will end March 8, and 
every day counts, especially when the other con­ 
tenders for the West squad have huge head starts in 
the voting. Indiana’s Scott May has already 
received almost 45,000 votes to lead the West 
pilotin g. 
But Bolivar students can’t carry the big load of 
voting in Fred L to make u. “The biggest support is 
going to have to come from Southeast Missouri,” 
said Garrett in asking me to try to get the ball 
rolling in this part of the state. 
The other daily newspapers in this area are going 
to lend their support to the project, since Fred’s 
making the team would be a big thing for the entire 
area. But the people who would have the most pride 
if Towns were to make the team would be 
Sikestonians. So it will have to be the people of 
Sikeston who need to pitch in and get the job done 
for one of our finest athletes ever.

NEW YORK (AP) — American League baseball 
owners resolved Saturday to put a team in Seattle in 1977 
if three conditions are met. One of the conditions was the 
dropping of a $32.5 milion law suit. 
The conditions were announced by American League 
President Lee MacPhail in the presence of Lester Smith, 
the representative of a group wanting to put baseball 
back in Seattle, the city whose one-year fling with the 
game resulted in the law suit. 
MacPhail said the other two conditions were that a 
Seattle franchise go to Smith and his group which in­ 
cludes five other men including show business per­ 
sonality Danny Kaye, and that a satisfactory lease 
agreement be worked out. 
The announcement came in in the early evening about 
seven hours after a meeting of the American League 
owners was convened in a midtown hotel. 
Shortly after MacPhail’s announcement, he and the 
owners went back into session. 
The meeting broke up about a half hour later and 
MacPhail said, “Everything as well as could be ex­ 
pected. 
There were no indications of when the next meeting on 
expansion would be held. 
His first statement at the impromptu news conference 
was: “We have passed a resolution approving to expand 
to a 13th club under certain conditions.” 
The conditions were then read in the presence of Smith, 


who, in answer to a question of whether the conditions 
could be met, said: “That's why I came to New York.” 
. The other members of Smith’s Seattle group, besides 
Kaye, were identifed as Walter Schoenfeld. Steven 
Golub, Jim Walsh and Jim Stilwell, all are Seattle 
businessmen except Kaye. 
The Seattle question turned into a sore for baseball 
when the 1969 Pilots became the 1970 Milwaukee 
Brewers. After the move the legal battle quickly 
followed. 
• MacPhail, questioned about other expansion plans, 
said only the Seattle question had been discussed. 
A Seattle franchise would give the AL 13 teams and 
would lead to scheduling problems since one team would 
always be idle. A solution to the problem would be 13 
teams in each the AL and the National League and in 
terleague play. However, it is known that the National 
League is cool to such a proposal although it has the 
approval of Baseball Commissioner Bowie Kutin. 
Even though baseball apparently is suffering the same 
growing pains as other major league sports, the ex­ 
pansion movement apparently has not discouraged 
several groups.

newspaper cartoon shows the 
arms of Uncle Sam stretching 
across the border, spraying 
"babykiU" at a Mexican baby 
carried in a sling from the 
beak of a startled stork. 
The cartoon has no caption 
and needs none. It expresses 
the bitter reaction of Mexicans 
to an American official's sug­ 
gestion that birth control is 
needed south of the border. 
Marshall Green, coordinator 
of the U.S. State Department's 
Population Affairs Bureau, said 
in Manila last week that Mexi­ 
co's population explosion, with 
a 3.6 per cent annual growth, 
had "very strong implications'' 
for the United States. 
He 
said 
high 
papulation 
growth kept Mexico from pro­ 
viding work for its huge labor 
force and fueled illegal immi­ 
gration to the United States. He 
suggested if people in poor na­ 
tions could not control their re­ 
production, their governments 
might have to resort to forced 
sterilization for the good of 
society. 
Green also said nations made 
economically desperate by ex­ 
cessive population could obtain 
atomic weapons and make Irra­

Alcohol: the new teen-age turn-on 
See alcohol abuse as treatable

Alcoholism is treatable. But if 
there is any one thing clear about 
the treatment of the problem 
drinker it is that there is no sing­ 
le approach that works for every­ 
body. 
However, there are specific 
new efforts to help adolescents, 
although they are so far tenta­ 
tive. The problem with young 
people is just becoming visible 
and there are questions as to 
whether 
conventional 
ap­ 
proaches to problem drinking 
will work with young people. 
The reasons people get into 
trouble with the misuse of alco­ 
hol vary widely, and the reasons 
can vary from episode to episode 
with the individual drinker. 
In a farewell message at the 
end of his five years as director 
of the National Institute on Alco­ 
hol Abuse and Alcoholism, Dr. 
Morris E. Chafetz said that in the 
new efforts, including those 
aimed at young people, the 
NIAAA had enlisted the active 
commitment of states, hundreds 
of communities and thousands of 
people to help. Groups never be­ 
fore involved with the problem— 
citizens groups, service organiza­ 
tions, private enterprise—have 
been brought into the effort. 
"The human right to humane 
treatment that traditionally has 
been denied alcoholic people is 


now becoming a reality in law 
and practice," he said. 
Alcoholics Anonymous, which 
has had success with adult 
drinkers, welcomes any young 
person with a drinking problem. 
There are no statistics on how 
well AA may help young people, 
but the young people themselves, 
in a study conducted by Rutgers 
University, said they would took 
to AA for help if they felt they 
needed it. 


There is Alateen, the youth 
part of Al-Anon. a group for the 
relatives of alcoholics. The young 
person with an alcohdl problem, 
in addition, often has to cope 
with what the experts call 
"multi-drug use," alcohol with 
more conventional drugs, a situa­ 
tion which demands more ad­ 
vanced treatment. 
The new awareness of young 
people with drinking problems 
has led the NIAAA to support 
some new approaches:

It should be added, however, that the beneficial effects 
are not being shared by everyone in the U.S. industry — 
particularly not by the m ates of stainless, tool and other 
“specialty” steels. 
Americans may be fully competitive with their 
overseas competition in terms of cost, technology and 
productivity, but unfortunately the foreigners don’t play 
by the rules imposed by our free enterprise system, say 
spokesmen. 
The problem is much the same one domestic 
steelmakers faced in the ’60’s ; Because most foreign 
producers are either owned outright by their govern­ 
ments or are subsidised, they are encouraged to sell in 
the American market at prices quite unrelated to the 
requirement of earning a profit. 
Imports have been taking 20 per cent of the U.S. 
market for stainless steel and 30 per cent of the tool steel 
market, and in some cases the penetration has exceeded

A 8TUDY OF 
MASSAGE PARLORS 
WASHINGTON 
- 
Washington, D. C., is now 
discussing a new bill which 
would outlaw or restrict the 
opening of massage parlors in 
the city. This is not a local 
problem as massage parlors 
have become one of the fastest 
growing industries in the United 
States. It is now estimated that 
there are more massage parlors 
in the country than McDonald’s 
hamburger stands. 
The massage parlor people 
maintain that their emporiums 
are essential to the nation’s 
health, and claim that without 
them our society would grow 
flabby and weak and unable to 
defend itself in time of war. 
Up until recently there have 
been no medical studies to prove 
that massage parlors prevent 
illness. 
But Dr. Heinrich Applebaum 
of Sauna University has just 
completed research in the Held 
and has published his findings in 
a paper: “Massage Parlors - 
What’s the Rub?” 
Dr. Applebaum said he had 
examined a number of men who 
had visited massage parlors in 
the past year and this is what he 
discovered: 
“The most interesting thing,” 
Applebaum told me, “was the 
similarity in names of all the 
men I talked to. Everyone said 
his name was ‘John Smith.’ ” 
“ Did 
that 
hinder 
your 
research?” 
“No, I just had to assume that 
it was one of those scientific 
coincidences that could not be 
explained.” 
“How did you gather your 
research?” I asked. 
“I would stand outside a 
massage parlor and as the 
customers were going in I asked 
them if they would volunteer for 
a medical experiment. I said I 
wanted to examine them before 
they went in for a massage and 
then again after they came out.” 
“And you got volunteers? ” 
“Not as many as you would 
think. Quite a few of them ran 
away at a spaed wtdch amazed 
me. But several agreed to co­ 
operate providing I didn’t tell

their wives, who would only 
worry. I gave them a complete 
examination on the spot and 
then asked them why they were 
going in to get a massage. Fifty 
percent said they had back 
trouble, 20 per cent said they 
suffered from bursitis and 25 per 
cent said they had tennis 
elbow.” 
“And they felt the massage 
parlor could cure them? ” 
“Yes, they said they had tried 
everything else and they had 
come to a massage parlor as a 
last resort.” 
“When you examined them 
did anyone seem very sick to 
you?” 
“No, that was the amazing 
thing. Except for a fast pulse 
rate they all appeared to be 
quite healthy.” 
“But you couldn’t tell them 
that?” I said. 
“Of course not. The worst 
thing in the world is to tell 
someone who thinks he needs a 
massage that he doesn't.” 
“What did you do next?” 
■ “I waited an average of 30 
minutes until they came out and 
then examined them again. ” 
“Did you find any difference 
in their health after the 
massage?” 
“No, frankly I didn’t, except 
for the fact that they were 
cleaner. But the men who had 
complained of back trouble said 
they felt much better, those who 
said they had bursitis told me it 
had disappeared, and those with 
tennis elbows kbpt swinging 
their arms like Arthur Ashe.” 
“What conclusion did you 
makeofthat?” 
“I concluded that most men 
who go to massage parlors are 
psychoaomatics.” 
“Psychosomatics have a right 
to live too,” I said. 
“I’m not being 
critical,” 
Applebaum said. “I’m just 
giving you my findings. If you 
read my paper you’Utootice that 
I said that while massage 
parlors, as most of them are now 
constituted, have no known 
medical benefits, they do not 
pose a danger to one’s health 
and should be kept open as a

SALTY SOLUTION FOR 
HUNGRY WORLD 
As if the world did not face an 
acute enough problem already 
in feeding its burgeoning 
billions, another threat to die 
global food supply has ap-. 
pea red. 
It is salt, creeping into far­ 
mland waters at a disturbing 
rate, reports NOAA magazine, a 
publication of the National 
Oceanic 
and 
Atmospheric 
Administration. 
Salt is encroaching not only in 
coastal areas that have.never 
been arable; excessive and 
growing amounts of salt are 
intruding into areas that have 
long been intensively irrigated, 
such as the lower Colorado 
River Valley, posing a major 
agricultural problem. 
That’s the bad news. The goed 
news—and it could be very good 
news for an increasingly hungry 
world—is that the salt problem 
may literally contain the seeds 
of its own solution. 
Many varieties of plants, 
called halophytes, can 
live 
comfortably with salt. Indeed, 
much of the earth’s plant life 
actually depends on water that 


has a high salt content. This 
includes not only all the plant 
life in the oceans but many 
species of land plants, some of 
which can tolerate higher levels 
of salinity than that of seawater. 
For the past three years, a 
team of scientists at the 
University 
of California 
in 
Davis, with support from 
NOAA’s Office of Sea Grant ami 
the National Science Foun­ 
dation, has been engaged in an 
effort to make salt-tolerant 
plants even more so, as well ss 
to develop new strains of 
valuable crop plants not now 
naturally tolerant to salt. 
The goal is nothing less than 
the creation, through selection 
and breeding, of seed-bearing 
plants that can be grown in soil 
irrigated with either brackish 
water or seawater, or that can 
J>e grown directly in seawater or 
hydroponic tanks. 


The process of developing 
such crop strains is a long-term 
one. But if it is successful, the 
results would be of inestimable 
value to the world. Crop could 
be harvested in regions 
presently totally unsuitable for 
agriculture. At the same time, 
the salty water itself could 
provide 
concentrations 
of 
several major plant nutrient- 
s—potassium , 
calcium , 
magnesium and sulfate—that 
are currently supplied by 


fertilizers whose cost, 
in terms of both energy and 
dollars, 
is 
becoming 
in- 
i*ree singly high.

WASHINGTON - Would you 
believe - while tens of billions of 
dollars 
were being 
looted, 
cheated and embezzled from the 
gargantuan Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare, 
its 
central 
Offica 
of 
Investigations and Socurlty had 
a complement of seven men 
And this handful, plus a small 
unit from the Social Security 
Administration, had to fight 
corruption as well as protect • 
behemoth 
bureaucracy 
em­ 
ploying 129,000 persons handling 
about a third of our national 
budget. 


Note, please, that the in­ 
vestigative unit also included 
“security,” whatever that is. 
Small 
wonder 
then

that its executives under oath 
literally can’t tell you because 
they don’t know how many 
programs It administers. 
Billions 
of dollars 
rattle 
around like dice on all of Las 
Vegas's crap tables laid end to 
end. Former U.S. Commissioner 
of Welfare Robert Carieson told 
me the rate of ineligibility on 
Welfare, Medicaid, Medicare, 
Supplemental Security Income, 
the whole thing, in recent years, 
ran somewhere between 15 to 30 
per cent in total cash payouts, of 
what? 
No one truly knows - except 
that the money “transfers" 
could hit S60 to 180 billion - 
repeat billion - annually.

It was recently noted that with the rise of steel 
production costs abroad, as had

of "cheap foreign steel”, according to a Wall Street 
Journal report,is over. 
It should be added, however, that the beneficial effects 
are not being shared by everyone in the U.S. industry — 
particularly not by the makers of stainless, tool and other 
"specialty” steels 
Americans may be fully competitive with their 
overseas competition in terms of cost, technology and 
productivity, but unfortunately the foreigners don’t play 
by the rules imposed by our free enterprise system, say 
spokesmen. 
The problem is much the same one domestic 
steelmakers faced in the '60’s : Because most foreign 
producers are either owned outright by their govern­ 
ments or are subsidized, they are encouraged to sell in 
the American market at prices quite unrelated to the 
requirement of earning a profit. 
Imports have been taking 20 per cent of the U.S. 
market for stainless steel and 30 per cent of the tool steel 
market, and in some cases the penetration has exceeded

sustain this kind of subsidized penetration in the face of 
rising costs remains a question.

A STUDY OF 
MASSAGE PARLORS

discussing a new bill which 
would outlaw or restrict the 
opening of masiuige parlors in 
the city. This is not a local 
problem as massage parlors 
have become one of the fastest 
growing industries in the United 
States It is now estimated that 
there are more massage parlors 
in the country than McDonald’s 
hamburger stands. 
The massage parlor people 
maintain that their emporiums 
are essential to the nation's 
health, and claim that without 
them our society would grow 
flabby and weak and unable to 
defend itself in tune of war. 
Up until recently there have 
been no medical studies to prove 
that massage parlors prevent 
illness. 
But Dr Heinrich Appiebaum 
of Sauna University has just 
completed research in the field 
and has published his findings in 
a paper “ Massage Parlors - 
W hat's the Rub?" 
Dr Appiebaum said he had 
examined a number of men who 
had visited massage parlors m 
the past year and this is what he 
discovered:

As UUman remembers it, he 
happened to call Alexander on 
an unrelated m atter having to 
do with a lost or misplaced 
check He mentioned in passing 
the audit of his 1974 returns. 


The timing was coincidental, 
Ullman assured us But since he 
had Alexander on the phone, as 
the Congressman tells it, he 
asked him whether the audit 
could be put off a short time The

mission«-, who is beyond the 
telephone reach of ordinary 
taxpayers, quickly agreed to the 
brief postponement 
It would be a totally false and

PORTAGEVILLE - With the 
expected increase in cotton 
acreage this spring, a well - 
planned weed control program 
will help insure profits in the 
fall. 
We can’t afford to lose our 
first 
planting 
to 
weeds 
Replanting is expensive and 
usually means a late crop. Also, 
high quality planting seed may 
be on the short side for 
replanting 
Good planting seed, along with 
soil and seed fungicidal treat­ 
ments, are also needed to cut 
down on stand losses Healthy 
seedlings 
will 
aid 
in 
postemergence weed control 
Each grower will have to plan 
his season- long weed control 
program according to weed 
problems found on his farm, 
along with labor, equipment and 
supervision available. 
Certain herbicides are m ore 
effective on some weed* than 
others A good knowledge of 
weeds 
and 
herbicides 
is 
necessary 
for 
an 
effective 
control program 
The following herbicides are 
available for use in cotton weed 
control program in 1976 Space 
does not permit complete in­ 
formation and rates, therefore, 
label should be followed and a 
copy of MU Guide 4236 should be 
obtained 
Preplanting overtop 
treatments 
MSMA 
(Ansar 
529 
and 
others): When planting is 
delayed after a seedbed is made, 
MSMA may be used to control 
emerged 
weeds 
without 
reworking the seedbed. Cotton 
may be planted juat before or 
shortly after spraying with 
MSMA. 
1 Paraquat; 
Applied after 
weeds 
emerge 
but before 
planting cotton to control moat 
annual weeds and kill the foliage 
of perennial weeds. Horseweed 
and smart weed are not usually 
controlled well by paraquat 
Preplanting Incorporated 
treatments 
Dinitramine (Cobex) is a soil 
incorporated herbicide useful 
for controlling grasses and some 
small- seeded broadleaved 
weeds that germinate in the 
surface inch of soil. Work Cobex 
only into two inches of soil. 
‘‘Keep it shallow.” 
Trifluralin (Treflan) controls 
weedy grasses very well but 
cockiebur and other large- 
seeded broadleaved weeds are 
usually not controled by this 
herbicide. 
Profluralln (Tolban) is nost 
useful for control of annual 
grasses 
and 
small- 
seeded 
broadleaved weeds as they 
germinate. Best control results 
if profluralln is incorporated 
into the soil whiie applying. 
Penoxalin ((Prowl) is a new 


herbidide to be used primarily 
for control of annual grasses and 
some small- seeded broad leaf 
weeds It should be incorporated 
into soil within six hours after 
application.

Diuron (Karmex and others)

NEW MADRID — Minimum 
tillage, hM a lot going Cor it. In 
thu age of new and better ideas 
thing* chang« £«>t In moat 
area*, equipment and methods 
arc obsolete before they are 
fully implemented. Not so with 
tillage methods. The moMboard 
plow has been around for quite a 
while. Primitive societies have 
used a plow for as long as they 
can remember, so have we 
George Washington took time 
during his busy life to redesign 
the plow. Since then little has 
changes except using bigger 
horses to pull it. 
Minimum tillage is a late» 
commer as tillage methods go. 
It is • new concept in that it is 
designed to leave crop residues 
on top of the ground instead of 
turning them under. This new 
concept has many advantages 
over the old. First, a modern 
ffiiHimum tillage (or no-tillage) 
machine can prepare a seedbed, 
apply fertilizer, plant the crop 
seed, and apply herbidices all in 
one operation. This saves time - 
when time is scarce. It algo 
saves fuel, generally only one- 
third to one-half as much is used 
when compared with the old 
method. 
Moat home gardners know the 
value of applying mulch to their 
garden to conserve moisture. 


Minimum tillage uses the same 
concept by leaving the reejdne of 
peat crops on die surface of the 
ground. The crop Is le u 
sueceptiMe to drouth, improving 
yUeda in dry years. In wet years 
this 
mulch 
is excellent in 
reducing water eroakm. The 
effect of wind «ration is reduced 
in dry dimates. 
Double cropping works well 
with minimum tillage. The 
second crop can be planted 
immediately after the first is 
harvested - with additional 
uvingi of time and fuel. 
Even wildlife benefits from 
minimum tillage. Most plowing 
is done in the fall, turning cover 
and food under so that birds and 
rabbits starve when food is 
scarce. Minimum tillage leaves 
these leftovers on the soil sur­ 
face, available towiidlife. 
There seems to be no end to 
advantages in the minimum 
tillage system. 
The main 
disadvantage is that seed 
germination 
and 
seedling 
growth are slower on minimum 
tilled fields than on con­ 
ventionally tilled Adds because 
the soil warms up later in the 
spring. Apparently the moisture 
conserving mulch helps offset 
this delay later in the growing 
season 
This new tillage method was 
alow in arriving, but with its 
many advantages it is here to 
stay.

So says Alfred W. Eames, Jr., 
chief executive of one of the 
nation's largest food companies, 
Del 
Monte 
Corp 
He cites 
government 
figures to help 
prove his point; 
-The combined budget for all 
federal regulatory agencies last 
year was over $4 billion. Some 20 
of these agencies were directly 
involved in regulating the food 
industry. 
-It coat nearly $40 billion last 
year for the private sector to fill 
out and file all the forms 
generated 
by 
government 
agencies. 
-An estimated $44 billion 
worth of new facilities and $9.5 
billion 
in 
annual operating 
expenses will be required to 
raise industrial water quality 
controls 
to 
standards 
established 
by 
the 
federal 
Environmental 
Protection 
Agency. 
-One nongovernment source 
estimates the nation’s bill for 
reducing 
industrial “ noise 
pollution" to levels proposed by. 
EPA will cost $32 billion. 
Although 
these and other 
regulatory costs apply to large 
and small companies alike, 
Eames points out that the 
smaller food companies are 
often the most affected and least 
able to afford them.

Hash browns 
are upgraded 


The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture 
(USDA) 
has 
proposed the establishment of 
grade standards for frocen hash 
brown pota totes to provide s 
uniform means of measuring 
quality levels of the product. 
Currently there are no USDA 
standards for hash browns. 
USDA will accept comments on 
the proposal until March Si. 
Annual production of frozen 
hash brown potatoes stands at 
approximately 200 million 
pounds-almost double the 
amount produced in i960. 
Officials of USDA’e Agricultural 
Marketing Service (AMS) point 
to this rapid increase in 
production as evidence of a need 
for grade standards to facilitate 
the orderly marketing of the 
product. 
The proposed standards would 
define frozen hash brown 
potatoes as mature, sound, 
white or Irish potatoes that are 
peeled, 
blanched 
and 
then 
shredded, diced or chopped 
before freezing. The standards 
would also provide for two 
quality leveb-U.S. Grade A and 
U.S. Grade B-based on flavor, 
odor, color texture and freedom 
from detect*. 
Both grades of frocen hash 
brown potatoes would require 
the flavor and odor charac­ 
teristic of properly prepared 
potatoes. The flavor would be 
required to be free from bit­ 
terness, scorched or carmelized 
flavors, and from off-flavors of 
any kind. 
The standards would require 
that the color of the potatoes be 
checked before and after 
heating. U.S. Grade A potatoes 
would have a bright, uniform 
white to cream color before 
heating and a fairly uniform 
brown color after heating based 
on USDA’s color standards for 
frocen French fried potatoes. 
The color requirements for 
U.S. Grade B would permit 
darker potatoes and allow the 
heated product to brown only 
slightly or unevenly 
Limits for defects, such as 
crushed unife and discoloration, 
which affect appearance or 
edibility would be set for each 
grade. 
The texture of the frocen hash 
brown potatoes would be 
evaluated within three minutes 
after heating. To meet the 
requirements for U.S. Grade A, 
the potatoes would have to be 
firm and tender and have no 
more than a few hard, mushy, 
pasty, soggy, dry or oil soaked 
pieces. The requirements for 
U.S. Grade B would be similar, 
but would permit the potatoes to 
be less Arm and tender. 
To qualify as Grade A, a 
sample unit would be required to 
score at least 90 out of the 100 
point value assigned to grading 
factors. To qualify as U.S. 
Grade B, the product would 
have to score at least 80 points. 
However, the product would not 
be classified as U.S. Grade A, 
regardless of the total score for 
quality factors, if it were Grade 
B for any factor-color, defects, 
or texture. 
The revised standards are 
published in the Jan. 22 Federal 
Register. Written comments 
should be sent in dupHcste to the 
Hearing Clerk, Room 112-A, U.S. 
Department

Passage of 
an amendment would require a simple majority in the sub­ 
committee and committee and a two-thirds majority in the House. 
Edwards said that the citizen lobbyists’ efforts to buttonhole 
congressmen were probably futile. 
“I think the overwhelming majority of members have made up 
their minds.

Boy Scouts may 
stop barring women 


SAN FRANCISCO < AP) - The Boy Scouts at America is nearing a 
decision on whether to change a long-standing policy prohibiting 
women from serving aa cubm astera, according to the group's 
national president 
Arch Monson, volunteer leader of scouting * national council, said 
In a telephone interview Friday that the issue was under study by a 
special subcom m ittee of the organization's National Cubbing 
Committee 
The Associated P ress reported erroneously on Friday that Monson 
had declared there was no need to review the policy of allowing only 
men to serve as cubm asters 
"We hope they'll have s definitive report when our executive 
board meets in Washington in Iste February," Monson said 
“This is a m atter that's needed study," he said. "Cub Scouting is a 
family program and we've already had women serve as den 
mothers Some of these ladies have found it impassible to find men 
willing to serve as cubm asters, and they feel they're perfectly 
capable 
“My guess is that they are." he added, but stressed he didn't know 
what the subcom mittee would recommend 
But Monson reaffirm ed the stand he took at a Baltimore news 
conference on Thursday that no consideration was being given to 
allowing women to serve ss scoum asters Boys generally rem ain in 
the Cub Scoifts until their 12th birthday, then switch to the Boy 
Scouts, he said 
"... As boys grow up, it is im perative to have a m ale image in the 
leadership position," Monson said at the news conference “ Advice 
from sociologists and child psychologists has convinced us that lead­ 
ership should be m ale and we believe that." 
The issue has been s heated one in Baltimore since last April, 
when Cub Pack 471 in suburban Glen Bumie, Md , lost its charter 
after it was learned that a woman. M arjorie Ripple, was cubm aster 
Mrs Ripple, whose 10-year-old ton belonged to the pack, said the 
group had been unable to find a male leader 
National officials refused to accept Mrs Ripple as cubm aster, 
saying she could be a den mother but not a pack leader. 
In June, the Baltim ore area scouting council sent a resolution to 
the national organization, calling for a bylaws change to allow for 
women cubm asters
